—Some Interesting Views on Euro- 
pean Questions—Ex-Minister Low- 
ell’s Courtesy—Mr. Phelps Explains 
His Connection With the Celebrated

New York, May 5.—Edward J. Phelps, the new 


United States Minister to the Court of St. James, is 
atthe Buckingham Hotel with his family. On 
Wedne day morning at 9:30 o'clock he will sail for 
his post,on the North German Lloyd steamship 
Elbe, accompanied by his wife. Disqmbarking at 
Southampton, he will go direct to London. As soon 
as possible after his presentation to Queeu Victona 
and the British Cabinet, he will relieve Prof. James 
Russel! Lowell, the present Minister to England, 
and enter upon the discharge of the duties of his 
high position His departure has been unavoidably 
delayed for some weeks. Personal and pro- 
fess.oval engagements have kept him 
in Anierica. Minister Lowell has remained 


at his post awaiting the arrival of Mr. Phelps, and 
wili not sail for home until’ June 10, although nis 

departure a month e riier had been arnounced, 
Mr Phe.ps bas arranged to take the residence now 
occupied by Prof. Lowell at No. 31 Lowndes Square, 
London. The Post-Dispatcu correspondent was 
very courteously received by Mr. Phelps. 


“The mission was offered me without any solici- 


tation.” he said. “I did not seek nor expect that or 
anv other office. I assure you that I leave Amer- 
ica not without strong misgivings asto my fitness 
for the place with which I have been honcred. Ido 
not underestimate its importance. It is a great re- 
sponsibility to represent the greatest nation of the 
Aimerican continent at the court of tne greatest 
nation of Europe. But I shall devote my whole 
time and energies to the affairs of my mission,

Three clarms of fire were sent out, and the 
services of a large number of the police force had 
to ve called into requisition to keep the crowd of 
people out of the way of danger. It was reported at 
first that about 100 girls who were, employed in 
the Milo, Hynes Button Works, which 
were on the top floor, wher @ 
_ the roof fell in were killed, but there are other re- 
ports that most of these girls made their escape by 
climbing on the roofs of the adjoining tenement 
houses, The building was occupied by twenty 
small manufacturers, and there were about 
500 men and women employed therein. It 
was five stories high and erected twenty-seven 
years ago, 
THE WOODWORK BURNING LIKE TINDER. 
When the firemen arrived, they found many of the 
young women at the windows, screaming wildly for 
help.

S upposed Attempt to Assassinate Presi- 
dent Cleveland. 


An Unknown Man Fires Three Shots 
at the Train Bearing the President 
to Washington From Gettysburg— 
The Senate Sub-Indian Committee's 
Summer Excursion — Appointments 
by the President.

Wasutneron, D.C., May 5.—Hanover, Pa, was 
the scene of two episodes in the tripof the Presi- 
dent to Gettysburg yesterday. The first incident 
was the breaking of the driving wheel of the engine 
on the up trip, and the second was a dastardly at- 
tempt by a miscreant, near the same town, to sboot 
the President. It was shortly after dusk and the 
train was half-way between Hanover and Baltimore, 
at a lonely spot, when suddenly there were three 
flashes from a revolver and as many reports. The 
man who did the shooting was observed, during 
one of the flashes, by a passenger 
named McCabe from Baltimore, who was armed. 
and he was with difficulty restrained from answer- 
ing the fire of the assailant. The shots were aimed 
at the second car of the train, but the President 
was in the third and last car, and did not hear the 
reports; at least, if he did, he made no sign, and 
the mgers in the forward car agreed that it 
would do no good to aiarm him. The train was 
oing at a high rate of speed, arid although some of 
the passengers were in favor of going back to capt- 
ure the miscreant, there was difficulty in locating 
the spot, as It was too dark to distinguish objects. 

THE SHOTS WERE FIRED RAPIDLY, 
and it is believed that the would-be assassin had 
carefully selected bis ground, so that he could 


could be learned, took effect on the cars or any of 
the passengers, and the rapidity with which the 
train was moving is alone thought to have prevent- 
ed fatal consequences, Itis not beiieved that the 
President heard the sbots, and when hse left the 
train in the evening he showed no sign of 
uneasiness. It was not until his arrival at the 
White House that he heard of the shooting. There 
has been since an attempt to belittle the characier 
of the shooting by sayinz it was a salute from an 
excited entousiast. McUabe. however, is positive 
in his statement. He saw the man deliberateiy fire 
at thetrain.

Granville, Foreign Minister. in the House of 
Lords this afternoon, stated, on beaalf of the Gov- 
ernment, that he could conceive of nothing better 
than referring the dispute over the Penj-deh inci- 
dent, involving the honor of two officers, to the 
decision of a third party in whom each side had 
perfect confidence.

4 CONFESSION OF WRONG. 
Mr. Gladstone, in the House of Commons tkis 
evening wasasked how it was that Gen. Sir Peter 
Lumsden was recailed from the Afxban frontier 
by England.

Sir Peter Lumsden, the 
Premier added, had not been recalled, but 
had beenconsulted upon the subject, and in con- 
formity with his own views had been requested to 
return to England. As it had been decided to carry 
on in London the future communications with Rus- 
sia about the maiu points in the Afghan frontier 
line, both Sir Peter Lumsden and Colonel Stewart 
had been directed to come to London. 
APPROVE THE PLAN OF SETTLEM ENT. 
The moderate papers andthe public in genera) 
are inclined to approve the present plan of settle- 
ment, as it will allow Enzland time in which to put 
her army and navy in perfect order for a final 
struzgle, which the majority beliéve to be certain 
to occur. The only fear expressed is that the Gov- 
ernment cannot sufficiently bind Russia to a solemn 
agreement not to advanc2 beyond the frontier, 
which, when settled, is expected to leave Zulficar 
and Maruchak within the Afghan lines. There isa 
sudden subsidence of reports in the papers of 
armaments, both here and in Russia, but prepara- 
rations will probably continue on both sides.

It has become known here that the rob- 
ber, Prestan, who burned Colon, having made his 
escape, has since then seized three steamships at 
Porto Bello, with the help of which, it is feared, he 
may make trouble, unless the United States naval 
forces shall capture him and his vessels. 
JAMAICANS MURDERED. 

On Sunday night last a fracas occurred between 
seme Jamaicans and National soldiers in Culebra. 
The latter were disarmed and afterward 
retired. After procuring reinforcements they 
returned and broke into the barracks where 
the Jamaicans were sleeping, and in the most bar- 
barous manner killed twenty-five of them and 
wounded twenty others.

ELECTIONS IN SPAIN, 


The Eruption of Vesuvius Subsiding—Do- 
minion Doings—Foreign News. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, May 5.~—The discussion of the Arbitra- 
tion settlement -has becomea party quarrel, the 
Liberals passing resolutions congratulating Glad- 
stone upon this, the greatest triumph, at the closing 
of his career. The Conservative charge him with 
abandoning the promises on which he obtained the 
vote of credit. They profess to think that the set- 
tlement is not final, and tbat Komaroff 
wili advance on Herat, as Russia crossed 
the Pruth after the peace declarations before the 
Crimean war. Lord Randolph Churchill has 
usurped the leadership of the Tories, Sir Stafford 
Northeéte vainly trying torestrain his party. The 
arbitrator will be either by the King of the Belgi- 
ans or Denmark, probably the latter. He will refer 
the question to some military officer. Some anxi- 
ety is caused by the fact that war preparations 
have not relaxed in the least on either 
side, Vamberg, lecturing this afternoon, said that 
war was inevitable and the sooner the better for 
England. Later information confirm the rumor of 
Chamberlain’s opposition to the Cabinet's renewal 
of the Crimes act in Ireland; the only provisions 
lixely to be retained, however, are the jury laws 
and the change of venue.

In asking for a war credit of $55,000,000 Mr. 
GLADSTONE proposed to meet it by increasing 
the tax on incomes from 6d to 8d in the pound 
and the tax on beer from 6s 3d to 7s per barrel. 
It is the settled custom in England to lay a tax 
sufficient to meet every increase of expenditure 
allowed by Parliament, and incomes and luxu- 
ries are the first to feel every increase of taxa- 
tion and the last to get relief when taxation is 
reduced. But there is no grumbling,as it is also 
the settled custom in England to reduce taxes 
again as $oon as possible, so that no money shall 
be collected in excess of the wants of the Gov- 
ernment. This extra $55,000,000 will come from 
those whose incomes enable them to pay it easi-. 
ly and from those who volunteer to pay it by 
indulging in the luxury of drinking beer. This 


is better than taxing the poor man’s horse and 


cart, his household furniture, his clothing, and 
the cottage he hag bought andis trying to 
pay for. Yet the latter is the 
popular mode of taxation in the United States, 
and when we had an income tax law compell- 
ing capitalists to carry a fairer share of the 
burdens borne by the moneyless masses, it was 
denounced as inquisitorial, an unjust tax on 
thrift and a most demoralizing temptation to 
perjury. To save those who had it to pay from 
impeNlli ng their immortal souls by false swear- 
ing, it was abolished with the consent of the 
great multitude whohad none of it to pay. In 
England, where parliament is the creature of 
the moneyed classes, these classes cheerfully 
assume the burden of an income tax which 
is increased to meet every increase 
of expenditure, But here, in our gov- 
ernment of the people, the many jeal- 
ously guard the few against any renewal of 
the income tax, the easiest tax to pay, but: ‘the 
easiest to evade and the hardest to collect of all 
the taxes we have everlevied, Instead of man-

The Christian Sabbath. 


Sermon of Rev. C. S. Blagbwell of the Central Christian 


| ‘There is ne such thing asa divinely authorized 
Christian Sabbath. Such an institution as a 
“Ohristian Sabbath” was unknown to Christ and 
hig aposties. The very nature of Christ's kingdom 
forbade the re-enactment of the Mosaic Sabbath as 
one of its laws. Sabbath observance implies a 
Divine command, with civil enactment to enforce 
ite observance, and Chrigt said, “My kingdom is not 
of this world,” that above civil power. * * * * 
The old belief in Sunday as the equivalent of the 
Sabbath is gone and cannot be restored. The ehurch 
greatly injured itself and the true helpfulness of 
he Lord's day by attempting to keep up that pious 
imposition so long. It is high time that the church 
confesses ite error by telling the truth about this 
day~that “if only becomes God‘s day by being 
man’s day.” Scholars are now generally agreed that 
the Sabbath obligation was not transferred by 
Christ or his apostica to the first day. Nearly all 
the New: Testament says of the Sabbath is to deny 
its Pharisaic obligations. As the representative of 
humanity Jesus said, “the Son of Man is master of 
the Sabbath, the Gabbath is for man.” Paul also 
expressly denies the binding obligation of the Jew- 
ish Sabbath. Dr, Hessey says; ‘“Sabbatarianism of 
every phase was expressly repudiated by the chief 
reformers in almost every country, even by Calvin 
and Knox, and it doea not appear in fully author- 
ized documents of the Church of England." Luther 
said: “If anywhere any one sets up its observance 
on a Jewish foundation, then I order you to work 
on it, to ride on it, to dance on it, to feast on it, to 
do anything that shall remove this encroachment 
on Christian liberty.” The Augsburg confession, 
prepared by Melancthon, says: “Those who judge 
that in the peace of the Sabbath the Lord's day was 
instituted as a day to be necessarily observed, are 
greatiy mistaken.” The whole teaching and prac- 
tice of Christ was to utilize the day in doing good 
tO man and beast. To legalize it civilly, or to 
authorize it divinely, he never did. 


Our Low “Upper’’ Classes.

While the servant girls, ‘longshoremen, the news- 

boys. the clerks, the car-drivers, the hard-worked 
and poorly paid employes, laborers and toilers are 
adding day by day out of their scanty means to the 
Bartholdi Pedestal Fund, we do not hear that the 
bank presidents , the railroad stockholders, the ho- 
tel proprietors, the speculators, the retired million- 

aires, the plumbers, the doctors, the society swells, 
the office-holders, the politicians and the independ- 
ent and weil-to-do men and women of society 
bave, asa class, tnrned their hands oyerin the 
cause. Here and there a man like Lorrillard, who 
has public spirit as well as wealth, has come to the 
front, but the humiliating fact remains that the 
wealthy part of the community has treated the 
project with more than Pecksn:ffian cuntempt. It will 
always remain a matier of reproach to them that 
while the working men, women and children of the 
country were straining every nerve to raise this 
money they looked withan apathy that amounted 
to contempt. We sav this deliberately and advisediy. 
In the opulent city of New York there is money 
enough wasted every day in licentiousness, folly 
and shame to build this pedestal. And it is because 
the luxurious classes, whose dollars are given 
without stint to every ephemeral appeal to their 
vanity, show by their attitude at thig time that an 
euduring patriotic sentiment makea no impression 
on them and rouses po feeling of emulation, that we 
make these remarks, So far all the co-operative effort 
has been, with a few honorable exceptions,confined 
to the wage earners. And they can least afford to 
contribute. It is simply disgraceful that the 
wealthiest city on the continent let the people 
scratch this money together, when an hour's 
attention to it on the part of the rich would see the 
task consummated,

At a Faneral. 
Sr, Lovurs, Mo., May 3, 1885. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

_ For the first time in my life, to-day I was ina 
Unitarian meeting house, the obsequies of Albert 
Todd having attracted me, and I note my impres- 
sions of what I saw and heard. 

The interior of the Messiah worshiping place did 
not impress me favorably, from an architectural 
standpoint—in fact there isno architecture in the 
proper sense about it. Oa Jooking around with 
some attention the feeling rapidly grew that this 
was the house of Dives where Lazarus has no busi- 
ness, and the proceedings that soon began strength- 
ened the sentiment.” A mortuary urn is on the left 
of the platform: Hudsum Bridge tutelary-saint of 


the north part of the room. Tne coffin was borne in 
in an exceedingly proper manuer, exhibiting that 
reverential respect to which the hody of a dead man 
is eniitied even in the house of Dives. I was forcibly 
struck with the appearance of the pall-bearers, As 
fine and as representative an assemblage 
ofthe intellect and culture, the professional 
ami business life of St. Louis in the aggregate, I 
have neverseep. The coffin self was appropriate, 
and, but for the meaningless flowers with which it 
was bedecked, there was nothing about it which the 
sober judgment could not approve.

reading was rather subdued, studied recitation, 
than reading proper, elegantly done, except that it 
was as cold as an icicle. This finished, he delivered 
what Il suppose in this house is callea a sermon, 
but shouid rather be termed philosophical remarks 
having some reference tothe dead I fancy that, 
were a few words dropped, and some expressions 
changed, what he said would have been found qujte 
appropriate in the days of Julius Caesar over the 
body of some dead person. Of dogmatic truth 
there was none, of @ eternal = veri- 
ties nothing, of Christianit none. I 
knew Mr. Todd right well, and have conversed 
with him and heard him speak on religious topics, 
and am sure he had no belief in reveiation, none 
in Christianity as the embodimeat of specific dog- 
mas, aud in so far as nothing of the sort was im- 
puted to him.what was said was proper. But, be- 
sides this, there is no need in the case of the dead, 
even when they die in the odor of wealth, of tell- 
ing—I was going to say commendation lies, but 
pious @ rations. Todd was nota Christian in 
any definite sense of the word, nor was he a civil 
gaipt, nor a civil hero, nor were charity or liberality 
his virtues; but he was a most useful and valuable 
citizen in his way, and I may add exceptionally so 
notwithstanding certain vanities and weaknesses 
weil known. In this respect bis deat» can fairly be 
accounted a public logs, 

Parson Eliot then followed with a sbort address. 
He seemed to think that the test of merit and godli- 
ness was co-operation in Washington University 
scremes, and as the deceased stood this test, much 
was to be imputed to him. 

Some more music of the same sort with which it 
began conciuded the proceeding. The body was 
carried out with the same «lecorous propriety, pre- 
ceded by paill-bearers, as it had been borne in.

I then &stated that from 
information in m possession, I was pre- 
pared to state that, at the recent election, 
every Republican candidate had received a 
majority of legal votes cast for the office he ran 
for, and, as illustrating the truth of my assertion, I 
contrasted the returns [rom the First and Eighteenth 
Wards. 1 showed that while Mr. Francis, yan a 
lar, honorable and high-minded gentleman, 
in the Exghteenth Ward, he received a majority 
which was 88 less than that given Cleveland, while 
in Ed Butler's First Ward the Democratic candi- 
dates received 87 more votes than were given 
Cleveland. I mentioned, asan illustration of how 
the First Ward work was done, thatthirty-nine men 
were registered from No. 682 South Broadway. which 
was the house of Mr. P. Morrissey, the 
newly-elected Delegate from the First 
Ward, and that of these thinjy-nine names only 
eleven appeared inthe Directory and the balance 
are not tobe found.

Judge Noonan Proposes a Test Which 
Would Bring Phantoms Into the 
Witness Stand—The Test Declined— 
Last Night’s Testimony. 


The trial of Mrs. Miller and her husband, the 
spiritual mediums, charged with fraud, was 
resumed by Judge Noonan, at 7:30 last evening, in 
the Court of Criminal Correction. There was a 
great deal that was interesting in the trial besides 
the testimony. The court-room was crowded with 
menand women, most of whom were admitted 
within the bar. Any one who notices faces closely 
could not help being struck with the class look of 
the countenances which made up the audiences. 
Probably there never were 80 many ilong- 
haired men gathered together in one 
room in St. Louis before. The ladies, 
at any rate those of the ladies, who were palpably 
believers, and who fluttered with indignation 
through the cross-efaminati 8, were, as a rule, 
pronounced brunettes, with deep-set, black eyes, 
and with dark circles lining the under lid. The 
prevalence of this type was most noticeable, The 
description includes at least 80 per cent of the 
women present, and covers the medium on trial as 
well as her oo The other 20 per cent were 
young and frivolous and pretty, and a great deal 
more interesting than the intense ones. 

The performance began 7 calling Mr. Britton A. 
Hill to the _ stand. r. Hill _ failed to 
materialize, and, after several entirely contradict- 
ory statements as to Mr. Hill's health and whnerea- 
bouts, meade by different persons, an attachment 
was issued for the apostle of absolute money, 

MR. L. U. REAVIS 

was called to the front. His testimony was not as 
interesting as many had heped that it would be. 
He said that spiritualism was “a modern develope- 
ment of nature which developes the truth of man's 
immortality."* That “the present isa rudimen 
state of existence which is metamorphosed by 
death into another state of existence.*’ Lea ing 
philosophy at the entreaty of the court, Mr. Reavis 
went into ghost stories and told how W. P, 
Anderson, the picture medium, had drawn a _ pict- 
ure of his (Mr. Reavis’) mother in New York, 
and how the ghost of Thomas H. Benton, through 
the mouth of the medium Foster, bad told him that 
the national capital would be removed to 8t. 
Louis immediately after the admissiom of Utah into 
the Union. On cross-examination Mr. Reavis 
admitted that he did not remember his mother's 
face, as he was 7 years old when she died, but 
that others had told him there was a resemblance, 
As far as the Benton incident was concerned, the 
voice that spoke to him was Foster's. On Foster's 
atm, in letters formed of blood, Thos. H. Benton's 
autograph appeared, which faded away in a few 
moments. 


DR. @ACOBS

There was an opportunity, be said, for the defense 
to abbreviate their case, and while he would not 
compel the defense to make the test, he would rec- 
ommend it. ‘An intelligent witness has said,” re- 
marked Judge Noonan. “that tae spirits are eager 
tocommunicate wiih us—why not call some of 
these spirits io the witness siand? The witnesses 
have ciaimed that the spirits of the departed dead 
are friendly to these deieodants, why should they 
not appear then, in their vindica:ion? If the de- 
fendants wili accept a test,a room shali be pro- 
vided, and the court will undertake that the 
test shall be witnessed by men of known 
caution, who will be fairto botn parties. I will 
take a recess of one hour to permit such delibera- 
tion among counsel as may be necessary."

THE TEST DECLINED. 

After the recess Mr. Jones, for the defense, de- 
clined the test, reading a statement which he had 
prepared, tothe court, giving the grounds for his 
refus 1. Judge Noonanthen stated that the de- 
fendants hada perfect rightto decline the some- 
what extraordinary measure which he had proposed, 
which the court deemed a proper one on account 
of the defense set up. He would confine the tesii- 
mony hereafter to conversations and acts 
alleged to have occurred between the 
dead and the living through tne medium of Mrs. 
Miller. Dr. Jacobs was accordingly recalied to the 
stand. In adark seance at whicn he was present 
he had seen Mrs. Milier whirled about the room. On 
another occasion he and three other men were lifted 
on a table to the ceiling and heid there while they 
wrote their names. Mr. McBride, tue attorney for 
the State, was present the night Mrs Miller was 
lifted about the room. On another occasion, when 
Mr. McBride was present, McBride's dead caildren 
came out of the cabinet and played with bim. Mr. 
McBride was affected to tears at the time. In 
cross-examivation Mr. McBride wanted the witness 
to say that on the occas.on when Mrs. Miller was 
alleged to have been gyrating around in tne air, the 
phenomenon was caused by old Miller coming 
out and slashing the witness over the 
head with an oid skirt. This exp.anation the wit- 
ness declined to accept. Mr. McBride having some 
difficulty in placing the seance of which the wit- 
ness spoke, the latter stated, ‘that was the sitting 
at which you lost your pocket-book."’ Mr. Mc- 
Bride immediately became interested and wanted 
to know if it was “Red Face” (Mrs. Miller's familiar 
spirit) who had stolen the money. No information 
Was given.

Hostilities Averted—Hotel Inspection 
—Fire Department Increase—Munic- 
ipal Notes. 


A Post-Dispatcs reporter this morning called the 
attention of Commissioner of Public Buildings Kle- 
dus to the fact thata very flagrant violation of the 
building ordinances was in process at the northwest 
corner of Cass avenue and Eighteenth street, where 
a roller skating rink is in course of erection. The 
building is being raised by B. J. Goesse, who had 
obtained a permit for the purpose, and when the 
Commissioner heard of the manner in whieh 
it conflicted with the ordinances he expressed 


surprise, stating that the terms of the permit 
had been violated, and that he would send one of 
his inspectors wito the reporter to look into the 
matter. The inspector's investigation showed that 
the building was nothing more or tess than a half 
brick half frame structure constitutins a menace 
to the safety of the neighborhood. Piers, which, 
according to the permit, snould have been of brick, 
had been made of wood; along the side stretches 
of the wall had been boarded in, waile the back and 
a large portion of the western wall of the structure 
were entirety of fra ne, [ne inspector called a halt, 
and later in the afternoon thei builder was notified 
to thoroughly reconstruct those portions of the 
building which had been built in violation 
of the terms of the permit, 
an operation which will cost him acouple of bun- 
dred dollars, and give him a lesson to be more care- 
ful in the future. 
HOSTILITIES AVERTED 

Secretary Wagoner of the Sanitary Association 
and Assistant Health Inspector Charley Francis 
had quite a lively little matinee yesterday morning 
whicn, for several minutes, threatened to develop 
into what, seeing that both men are over six feet 
high and weigh over 200 pounds each, would have 
proved a deeply interesting encounter. At the last 
meeting Of tae Sanitary Association's disbursin 
committee Mr. George B. Thomson asked Colone 
Francis whether he would not kindly furnish Cap- 
tain Wagoner with certain statistics connected 
with the work donc by the association’s sanitary 
force in time for incorporation in the 
Secretary's report, to the 
com mitt ee this evening, . under 
standing at the meeting was that the Colonel con- 
sented. In xsccordance with instructions, Capt. 
Wagoner called upon Col. Francis this morning and 
asked him whether he bad the statistics ready, and, 
upon an unsatisfactory answer being rendered, the 
temperature of voth gentlemen became suddenly 
elevated. Finally, the Colouel ordered the Captain 
out of his office, and the hostilities which this un- 
pleasantness was about to precipitate were only 

revented by the appearance of White Kennett, 

hief Sanitary Officer, who, despite the lame foot 
which he is nursing during an attack of inflamatory 
rheumatism, rushed in between tue giaring giadia- 
ters and succee ie: in averting a collision just long 
enough to give them both time to think better of it. 
The affair nas sincereached the diplomatic stage, 
and, though the relations between the Health De- 
partment and the Sanitary Association are strained 
at present, it is be.:ieved the matier wili be amica- 
bly adjusted at this evening's meeting. 

HOTEL INSPECTION, 
Commissioner of Public Buildings Kledus has 
just got through a careful inspection of tne hotels 
of this city. Speaking of the resuits he said: “On 
the whole they are found in a fairly satisfactory 
conditiop, although there were some grounds for 
eriticism. In aimost all the hotels visited, there 
was to be found no red light at the head of each 
flight of — and no printed notices to the guests 
describing hOw to reach the exits. In the Si. James 
Hotel the doors connecting the old building with the 
new one were found be of wood 
covered with sheet-iron. In my opiin- 
ion such a door cannot be considered fire-proof 
but I find that under a ruling decision of the ordi- 
nance it,is allowed to pass as such, and 1 am goin 
to.try and have the ordinance amendea’ go tha 
such doors may be ruled out. In several) instances 
we found the boiler rooms not separated from the 
rest of the building by fire-proof doors. Tie rope 
escapes were genera.ly found to be in good condi- 
tion, very few not proving in g working order 
Some of the hotels did not have a sufficiency of fire- 
esca but allare at work now ready to supply 
tne deficiency. I have allowed them a little time in 
this counection, pending the perfection of a new 
fire-escape, whica I believe to be 4 great improve- 
ts special feature 
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Central Lodging House, Hunt, Mielke's, St. Clee 
Lodging House, old St. James’, St. Charlies and 
Star Hotels, doors leading ta the street were found 
opening inwards, and ordered to be in ac- 
cordance with the ordimante. With the exception 
of the Lindell, Mielke’s and Moser's, none of the 
hotels had the uisite, heavy-toned alarm bell or 
gong on the first floor, for the purpose of alarming 

e guests in case of fire. These matters were
